The legislature of the State of Maine is preparing to take a 


strange and doubtful step. It is aimed at economy and, for 
that reason, should receive the approval of the people. But 
the question is: can it be done ? A bill has been recently placed 
before the legislature to cut out all appropriations to-private 
institutions that have received state aid in the past. Many 
charitable and semi-charitable institutions have been helped 
and encouraged by this course. 
. 


The bill not only binds this legislature to such- a road of 


economy, but seeks.to bind the coming legislatures. It pro- 
vides that the succeeding legislature shall appropriate only 75 
per cent of the amount appropriated by the present one and 
the session following that is limitecfto 50 per cent. 


The question is: can one legislature bind its successors in 


matters of legislation and appropriation ? On the face of it, 
there seems a grave doubt that the present legislature can do 
anything that will limit or cripple the activity of the succes- 
sive legislatures. It is an experiment in legislation that will be 
watched with much interest. 


It is not a question of whether the legislation is right or 


wrong, but simply and solely one of whether there is a legal 
right for one legislature to restrict the activities of its succes- 
sors. Should the law be passed and upheld, where would it 
lead? In the past, we-have kept clear of the dangers of at- 
tempted interference of succeeding lawmaking bodies. Does 
the present warrant such a step? 


The Off-Scouring*. 


At the end of the first half, of the legal immigration year, 


fifteen nations had exhausted their yearly quota of emigrants 
entitled to admission to the United States. Practically all of 
these countries are in Southern Europe, fronvwhich we get our 
least desirable immigrants. Quite likely many efforts will be 
!made by citizens of these countries to gain admission to the 
jUnited States either upon false pretenses of being residents of 
k nation that has not filled its quota, or by secret entrance 
across an unguarded portion of our border. President Hard- 
ing made a wise suggestion when he proposed that alien resi- 
dents be required to register. We have not only the right to 
say who shall come in, but it is our duty to our own people to 
see that any who come in violation of law shall be sent back. 
The man who comes in violation of la\v cannot be expected to 
have any respect for the laws after getting here. 


Work His Middle Name, 


Habits are hard to break. William "A. Clark got the work 


habit in his youth—he worked ten hours for a dollar and then 
put in his evenings studying law and minerology. As a result 


. of that policy he was licensed to practice law or mining, both 
licenses issued on the same day, and then he took to the mines. 
He is now worth up in the hundreds of millions, has given 
employment to hundreds of thousands of men^. and at the age 
of 84 is still setting the pace for people in his office. That 
awful work habit of his should have been curbed by a ^child 
labor bureau or some other power. He simply can't curb it. It 
may yet shorten his life.

before the mayor and council last 
evening, when at the regular council 
meeting a committee from the Frank 
A'. Booma Post, American Legion, ap- 
peared and presented 
plans, for a 


monument, which through their chair- 
man, Omer Comeau, they said could 
be constructed for ?4500. Mr. Comaeu 
said that he represented the special 
committee and Its plans for a monu 
nient were for a solid granite, .block 
four fee_t on the base and seven feet 
high with a life sized statue of "the 
Spirit of the Doughboy," or. the top. 
The sides to contain the names of the 
World "War veterans and the namea of 
tha four, major engagements in the 
World war in which the Americans 
were engaged. 
They 
presented 
a 


drawing of the proposed monument to 
the council. 


Councilman Whitman said that the 


original petition for 
the 
monument 


was for the Grand Army and the 


, Spanish War Veterans .and not the 
World was veterans. 
Mr. Whitman, 


who was chairman of the' committee 
which handled the matter In.the last 
council, explained how the matter had 
been brought before that council on 
the petition of those two organizations 
that they be given a memorial, on 
which could be inscribes the names

Councilman Boynton wanted defi- 


nite information as to the-appropria- 
tion made by the last council for this 
monument, and when the resolution 
was read, setting aside sums from 
money available- to the trust fund, he 
said that the trust fund 
committee 


had never received any money, and 
he did not know where the money 
was coming: from. 


The Board of Public Works In a 


communication reported that It had 
already, spent over $5000 in handling 
snow this winter and asked that Its 


allotment of 5*800 be changed to ?780» 
which was the sum It was thought ' 
would be necessary to get through th« 
winter with. On motion of Councilman 
Emery ' this matter went to the fi- 
nance committee. 


A resolution offered by Councilman

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, 


teacher o£ thrift and inventor of 
the first coal stove, was born 217 
years ago this month. He died 
In 1790, 26 years before the first 
gas company was established 
America.
